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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Kroll does not teach stretching 
the film and pulling or spreading out the film to its full extent or a greater size will diminish its thickness to an amount that may very well be 
less than the claimed thickness. Examiner maintains that although Kroll does not specifically disclose stretching the film, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to stretch the film of Kroll since such a modification would have involved a mere change in 
the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 
USPQ 237. Additionally, a film used for disposable absorbent articles (column 2, line 30) can conventionally be strecthed. Applicant furthe 
argues Kroll does not teach any water vapor transmission rate after its film has been strecthed. Strecthing Kroll's film will not materially 
affect the basic and novel characteristics of the film, therefore the water vapor transmission rate would still comprise a water vapor 
transmission rate of from about 1000 to 2000 g/m2/day or higher (column 2, line 67 through column 3, line 1) . 
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
